Dr. Spark thus discourses of Sterndale Bennett 
in The Yorkshire Weekly Post:—‘* Bennett was a 
Yorkshireman, and first saw the light at Sheffield, 
April 13th, 1816. Undoubtedly he was one of 
the few English musical composers, since 
Purcell’s day, who attained a distinct style and 
individuality of his own, and whose works can be 
reckoned among the models of “classics” of the 
art. This is the opinion of all honest critics. 
His demise in February, 1873, was a distinct and 
serious loss to the music art world of Great 
Britain—and indeed to Europe; for his works 
were known and performed everywhere; at least 
in those cities and places where refined and 
expressive music was known and understood. It 
is true, as one of the biographers says, that his 
genius had not that irresistible sweep and sway 
which compels the admiration even of the crowd, 
and utters things which sink deep into the souls 
ofmen. He can hardly be reckoned among the 
great musical poets of the world, and it would be 
both unwise or uncritical to claim that place for 
him. But what is wanting in power is almost 
made up, in regard to the artistic enjoyment to 
be derived from his works, in individuality and in 
finish. He is in a special degree a musician’s 
composer. His excellences, in addition to the 
real and genuine feeling for beauty and expression 
which pervades his music, belong to that interest- 
ing and delicate type of art which illustrates in a 
special degree the fitness of means to an end, the 
manner and meaning of expressing it; a class of 
artistic production which always has a peculiar 
interest for artists, and for those who study 
critically the details of the art illustrated. No 
doubt this is all true enough, but Sterndale 
Bennett, as he is always familiarly called by 
musicians, accomplished great things, and 
established and sustained for himself a name, not 
only for refined, orginal, and beautiful pianoforte 
works, but also for vocal melody, as evidenced in 
his May Queen—positively unsurpassed in the 
library of English musical productions.” 





THE descriptive programme of Mr. Oscar 
Beringer’s pianoforte recital last Monday con- 
tains the following remarks on Liszt’s Piano 
Concerto in B minor :—‘‘In this sonata, as in 
his symphonic poems, instead of contenting 
himself with filling up a fixed formula, Liszt 
has invented one for himself. That he did so 
with just reason, and not for the mere sake of 
appearing original, may be safely affirmed; for 
in his works which rest upon a poetical basis 
the form is determined by, and grows out of, 
the sequence of events, or the different phases of 
feeling to be illustrated by, or translated into, 
musical language. It will be asked then: Does 
this sonata rest upon a poetical basis, and what 
is its programme? Undoubtedly it does, and 
moreover it has a programme, which is under- 
stood if not expressed. Though no programme 
has been vouchsafed to us by its author, one 
has been supplied by Herr Louis Kohler. As the 
utterance of a friend and disciple of Liszt’s, 
it seems to bear at least a semi-official character, 











if indeed, as might be suspected from the internal 
evidence of its style, it was not actually inspired 
by Liszt himself. Roughly rendered into 
English, it stands as follows:—‘ The poetical 
purport of this sonata is that of a stirring lifelike 
picture of an heroic spirit, who feels strength 
enough within himself to contend with a world 
full of strife. With an overwhelming conscious- 
ness of his power he plunges into a life, the 
might of whose waves of fate he welcomes, as 
affording him an opportunity of wrestling with 
them, and after easily overcoming them, of 
proving himself their superior. He lords it over 
them, as if he were a storm-god, who holds 
the clouds and the winds in his hand. In his 
rugged course through the world he drives 
fearlessly along, defiant of all opposing obstacles ; 
When he meets with opposition, his gait and 
mien appear firm and strong, yea, even stubborn 
and obstinate. But he finds also the very 
opposite of these obstacles; and they are a 
match for him. Where iron-armed adversaries 
could not throw him, he is now laid low by 
softer, but not less powerful, influences. By 
their action, in spite of their efforts of resistance, 
all that is sound and solid in his constitution 1s 
smelted and purified ; and, behold, tamed at last, 
he kneels down, not as one subdued, but though 
vanquished, still himself a victor.’ ”

We also 
know that his marvellous gift of memory is an 
important, although by no means the sole 
important, factor in that rare power which 
enables him to hold the resources of every player 
in the hollow of his hand. No conductor knows 
better how things ought to be done ; none, 
perhaps, knows so well how to get his wishes 
executed. Hence the absolute unity of idea and 
expression, the remarkable mechanical precision, 
the beautifully delicate nuances, the perfect 
contrasts of light and shade that make his 
orchestra what it is.”

REMINISCENCES OF DR. S. S. WESLEY. 


Mr. Richard Pryor, of Dublin, writes to us as 
follows :— 


“‘Dr. Spark’s remarks on the late Dr. S. S. 
Wesley remind me of the latter’s eccentricities 
whilst at Tavistock, Devon, where (though not 
generally known or recorded) he officiated as 
organist after leaving Exeter. 

‘‘Somewhat over 40 years since he opened 
Walker’s organ there, and remained in office 
until he could get a better post elsewhere, for 
about six or eight months previous to his 
departure for Leeds. 

“The doctor probably had an eye to the 
excellent fishing the.neighbourhood of Tavistock 
afforded, both on the Tamar and Tavy—for the 
stipend amounted to only £60 per annum, with 
a free but rather poor domicile; this, where 
tuitions were not superabundant, conld not hold 
the doctor long, and but for the fishing he would 
have hastened a retreat sooner. I was leading 
choir boy at the time, and well I remember the 
doctor’s peremptory mode of bringing the choir 
up when he wanted to correct them. He would 
be in the course of charming instrumentation 
when a sudden thundering crash would silence 
everything else. It would have been vain for him 
to bawl out from behind the grand oak screen,-so 
down would go both arms on the great organ 
manual, and both feet across the pedals, so that 
an instantaneous silence was compelled, and the 
passage had to be repeated satisfactorily. 

“I could relate many peculiar traits springing 
from the doctor’s great genius, but will mention 
one only just now. Outside music, his passion 
for fishing was intense, and so absorbed would 
he be in the sport, that he would scarcely speak 
or condescend to give replies to questions asked 
him. Pearse of Launceston was in his da 
considered a great amateur flute player, pes 
like the doctor, enjoyed a passion for music and 
fishing. They constantly met on the Tamar, 
half way between Launceston and Tavistock. 
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Pearse, being himself a pretty fair theorist, 
would constantly beset the doctor with abstruse 
questions on counterpoint and fugue, but the 
doctor, apparently not understanding him, would 
ejaculate some hasty evasion, such as ‘ There 
now, Pearse, I declare you have lost me that 
beautiful fish,’ or, ‘Hush, Pearse, there’s a 
nibble ; ’ but after the day’s sport was over, 
returning home with a good basket of fish, the 
doctor would answer every question one after 
the other as unconcernedly as possible, and as 
if only then put to him. 

“The Doctor always wore long fishing boots and 
would wade into the river to a considerable depth 
in order to reach the best spot for fish; how- 
ever, one day he slipped his foot whilst standing 
on a rock, so that his great boots did not save 
him from getting a good ducking in deep water. 
On his friends extricating him from his dilemma 
they began to sympathise with him, but he cut 
them short by saying he would take care never to 
use the Damper Pedal so freely again whilst 
playing a fish Solo. 

** Tavistock, however, and the attractions of its 
scenery, fishing, organ, splendid church, good 
choirs, and many. distinguished amateur 
musicians and associates, was no abiding place 
for this great man, whose talents to my mind 
were never rightly recognised and rewarded 
either there or elsewhere. He left for Leeds, 
regretted but not half appreciated. His noble 
spirit could tolerate no flunkey work, nor crouching 
to lesser lights, even though their pockets were 
lined with gold and his despised because of the 
the copper. His head was the golden store, 
though he (or rather the world) kept his pocket 
too bare. There were those however who felt his 
power, including father and myself, and bowed to 
it with profound reveration.”

“THE LILY OF LEOVILLE.” 


A new comic opera under this title was 
produced last Monday, at the Comedy Theatre. 
The plot and dialogue are credited to M. Felix 
Remo and Mr. Alfred Murray. M. Remo would 
hardly, perhaps, claim absolute originality for 
his dramatic devices. It is upon its structure 
that the ‘‘ Lily of Leoville” must rely, and this 
is ingenious and varied. The lyrics are the work 
of Mr. Clement Scott, who was required to 
adapt English verse to music which the com- 
poser had set to a French text. The lyrics, as 
a whole, are far above: the average. Mr. Caryll, 
the composer, produced results in many respects 
satisfactory. There is plenty of expressive tune. 
The orchestration is often interesting, and always 
effective. Miss Agnes Delaporte, Miss M. A, 
Victor, Miss Minnie Byron, Mr. Henry Bracy, 
Mr. C. Hayden Coffin, Mr. C. E. Stevens, and 
Mr. F. Kaye all have good parts, and do them 
justice. To Mr. Coffin falls the lion’s share of 
honours. He has plenty of work, and a manly 
voice and style, combined with a good method 
of delivery, enable him to get through it well. 
The ‘Lily of Leoville” stands a chance of 


success.
